Kansas City, July 4.—With flags fly­ 
ing, tiands playing, streets resplendent 
with the blaw* of hunting and of myriad 
lights and with the ear assaulted by the 
deafening conglomeration of bombs and 
rockets ami crackers and marching clubs 
and drum corps, with this confusion of 
patriotism and politics, Kansas City 
ushered in the national holiday and the 
Democratic national convention. There 
wen) crowds here yesterday, but these 
were but an advance guard compared to 
those here now who fairly engulfed the 
city and took complete possession of 
its streets, hotels and public places. 
With this later influx have come the 
Tammany braves, the Chicago march­ 
ing club and many kindred organiza­ 
tions with their bands. 
Many notable figures of the party are 
here. 
With the Kentuckians came the 
youthful 
governor and 
successor of 
J Goebel, Governor Beckham, aooompa- 
nied by the deep voiced and genial Sen­ 
ator Joo Blackburn and by tho polished 
Ex-Governor McCrcary. 
From South Carolina came that pic­ 
turesque figure Senator Tillman, with 
his keen right eye shaded under a large 
linen helmet. 
Governor Benton McMillin was with 
the Tennessee party; Mayor Carter Har­ 
rison, Ben Gabel and Samuel Alschuler, j 
the latter a candidate for governor of 
Illinois, headed the Illinois delegation; I 
and doughty Senator White, a conven­ 
tion veteran, and Maguire of San Fran­ 
cisco, recent candidate for governor, 
were with the other Californians busy 
discussing the luscious products of the 
coast. 
Among the many arrivals, (leo. 
B. McClellan, son of the great soldier 
and the Democratic nominee against 
Lincoln, was about the only notable ac­ 
quisition as most of the Now York lead 
era ware early on the ground. 
Many of 
Mr. Bryan ’a townsmen and most devoted 
adherents have arrived, including the 
Young Men’s Bryan club of Lincoln, 
and the Traveling Men’s Bryan club of 
Nebraska. 
Tho actual business yesterday con­ 
sisted in the final selection by the na­ 
tional committee of ex-Oovernor Thomas 
of Colorado, as temporary chairman of 
the con vention aud the disposal of all 
contests, including the seating of Sen­ 
ator Clark and the Montana delegation. 
The committee also drew up the follow­ 
ing order of business for the convention: 
Calling the convention to order by 
the chairman of the national committee. 
Reading of call for the convention by 
the secretary of the committee. 
Prayer. 
Speech of welcome by the mayor of 
Kansas City. 
Response by Chairman Jones. 
Announcement of the temjxtrary or­ 
ganization 
Address by the temporary chairman 
of the convention. 
Resolutions ordering the reading of 
the declaration of independence. 
Adoption of rules. 
Resolutions authorizing the appoint­ 
ment of committees 
Appointment of committees 
Calling for reports of these commit­ 
tees and their submission for adoption. 
Presentation of the names of candi­ 
dates for president. 
Balloting. 
Presentation of names for candidates 
for nomination of vice president. 
Balloting. 
Call of the roll of states for the names 
of persons to serve respectively on com­ 
mittees or to notify the nominees for 
president aud vice president. 
Yesterday’s session of the Monetary 
league also attracted some attention, 
mainly through Mr. Towne’s speech se­ 
verely arraigning his old associates of 
the Republican party and declaring that 
the record in Cuba and the Philippines 
was one of the most disgraceful pages 
of American history 
But far more interesting than the 
formal business of tho day has been the 
growing intensity of feeling over the 
platform and the vice presidential can­ 
didate. 
The most remarkable feature 
of the situation is the sudden shift oI 
sentiment against a specific 16 to I de­ 
claration which is supposed to be Mr. 
Bryan’s in deepen gab*’** condition. 
The 
movement took form among some of the 
most influential men of the party, not 
through any spirit of opposition to Mr. 
Bryan, but because they believed tho 
overwhelming sense of the delegates 
was favorable to a simple reaffirmation 
of the Chicago platform without a spe­ 
cific declaration of 16 to I. 
That is, a 
Ameer vat! Ye instead of a radical finan- 
oial platform. 
As explained by one of 
these leaders, a man foremost in the 
counsels of the party said: 
We have nothing authoritative be­ 
fore us showing that Mr. Bryan insists 
upon the 16 to I declaration. 
To be 
sure there are reports aud rumors, and 
the Nebraska delegates may or may not 
represent his views. 
The platform com­ 
mittee would doubtless yield to the ex­ 
pressed wishes of Mr. Bryan, but when 
the time come the question will be 
asked: ’Who says Mr. Bryan insists up­ 


on this, aud show us the insistence?’ In 
all probability it will not lie forthcom­ 
ing and the platform committee will 
| follow its own dictates as to the proper 
'course to pursue. 
There is no doubt 
that the personal conviction of the 
members of lhe platform committee will 
he a conservative platform, a simple re­ 
affirmation of the Chicago platform, 
omitting specific reference to lo to I. 
I 
have no doubt Mr. Bryan would accept 
•Bch a platform if it wont before him as 
Hie will of the convention. 
The feet, is, 
We think: it rather unjust to place Mr. 
Bryan iu the attitude of a dictator mak- 
I big demands, aud we are proceeding on 
I the theory that these socalled demands 
are not in reality being made by him .”

side the burning steamer Saale, of the 
North German Lloyd line. 
“I saw a tugboat at the end of the 
pier, I asked the captain to put me ou 
board the lifeboat spoken of. 
He said: 
I ‘Yes, all right; I eau do it.’ I went on 
the tugboat Dandy and was going up to 
to the pilothouse and was showing the 
pilot where I wanted to go. 
We put 
away from tho dm’k and had covered 
about half way. The captain of the tug­ 
boat Dandy then said: ’Have you any 
money to pay me?’ I answered: ’It is 
no use for me to carry money while on 
board the ship.

ALL IN PEKIN DEAD. 


Not a Torclgnrr Loft to Tell Their 


Fate There. 


MASSACRE COMPLETE 


Survivors Anther nt British Legation 
Ami There Ihc Butchery Bas 
... 
Completed - Tromps Inade­ 
quate to Bench Pekin. 


London, July 4 —“Not a Binghi for­ 
eigner Im nowr alive in Pekin,” la the lat­ 
est Chi twee report which has roached 
Shanghai. 
Earlier reports from the 
BAino sources (ieee ti bo the condition of 
the British legation as something awful. 
It is said the rooms of the legation were 
filled with tho sick arid jtonndtd, the 
killed lying unburied in heaps. 
It is 
believed many members and officials of 
the Chinese foreign office perished when 
the German guard, maddened by the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, the Der 
man minister, set. fire to the building, 
That foreigners at, tho Chinese capital 
has been abandoned to their horrible 
fate seems no longer open doubt in tho 
light of a message received bv the- Asso­ 
ciated I*ress from Titku announcing the 
decision of the admirals regarding the 
hopelessness of further attempts to re­ 
lieve Pekin. The message seems to fore­ 
shadow the evacuation of Tien Tsiu by 
the international forces pending the ar­ 
rival of a folly eqttlpped army aud while 
the arrival of a comparatively small gar­ 
rison at Tien Tsin at a point by protec­ 
tion of naval guns would relieve mach 
of the anxiety it felt here, a retreat of 
tho troops is liable to set aflame prov­ 
inces at present quiescent. 
Advices from Shanghai say there is 
continued fighting at Tien Tsin while 
the German onnsul at Che Foo tele­ 
graphs to Berlin confirming the report 
of renewal hostilities. 
He says the for­ 
eign settlement at Tien Tsin are agaiu 
stunt) unled, and being bombarded and 
women and children are to be removed. 
Ho adds that the Chinese troops have 
again advanced against the railroad ami 
bridges have been destroyed, but com­ 
munication by water with Taku is still 
maintained 
The COnrnl confirms the 
report that the mission buildings at 
Moukdon have been burned and many 
native Christians killed. 
A dispatch from Taku dated June 30, 
sent from Che Foo, July 8, says the 
British and Russian admirals held a 
council of war on June 30 and decided 
it was impossible to attempt to relieve 
Pekin without greatly increased forces 
They also concluded it would be possi­ 
ble to hold Tion Tsin, but in event this 
not proving feasible they will endeavor 
to retain possession of Taku. 
One hundred aud forty thousand im­ 
perial troops are stationed between Pe­ 
kin and Tien Tsiu yvhile the total of al­ 
lied forces which can be concentrated at 
present barely number 20,060. 
It is re­ 
ported that General Nieh Chang is ad­ 
vancing for an attack on Tieu Tsiu with 
90,000 troops. 
Another report has been received at 
Taku to the effect that the German 
guards rescued the body of Baron Von 
Ketteler, late German minister to China 
after he was murdered by the Chinese. 
A dispatch from Taku, dated June 29, 
via Shanghai, July 3, says: 
A reconuoitoring party under Lieut. 
Commander Keys of the topedo boat 
Fame captured and destroyed New City, 
12 miles from Taku on June 28. 
There 
was little or no opposition. 
Two bine 
jackets were injured by an explosion 
aud many Chinese were killed. 
The river is practically clear from 
Taku to Tien Tsin, with the exception 
of a few sunken towboats and lighters. 
In the second attack on the eastern 
arsenal on June 27 the Russians were 
forced to retire for reinforcements. 
A force of British, one company of 
Germans and 80 Americans then engaged 
the enemy who with four guns made a 
determined resistance until the whole 
allied force were supported with artil­ 
lery. 
The allies advanced and stormed 
the west end of the arsenal 
Fifty Chi­ 
nese were killed aud the remainder re­ 
tired. The lack of cavalry prevented the 
capture of the whole force. 
As soon as 
the allies occupied the arsenal J500 im­ 
perial troops made a flank attack from 
the city. The British and Russians soon 
drove them back. 
British casualties 
number five killed and 21 wounded, the 
Americans had only one wounded, tho 
Germans two killed and five wounded, 
while the Russians lost 17 killed and 
wounded. ’’
